MURDER ON BOARD 


Master-at-Arms Kenny, of the Indiana‘ 
Killed by a Seaman, 


BAYONET PLUNGED INTO HIM 


Philip Carter, the Murderer, Struck 
Kenny a Coward’s Blow. 


SLAYER HAD BEEN SEVERELY REPRIMANDED 
He Had Been Taken To Task Because 
of His Quarrelsome Manners at 
“Beer Quarters.”’ 


New York, June 30.~Thomas J. Kenny, 
master-at-arms of the battleship Indiana, 
was murdered tonight on board the ship as 
it lay at its moorings at the Brooklyn 
navy yard. 

The murderer, Philip Cartef, walked up 
to him and without a word of warning 
plunged a bayonet blade up to its hilt in 
his back. 

Kenny 
strict 


was a popular man, although a 
disciplinarian. He entered the ser- 
vice nearly six years’ ago, served for five 
in the marine corps. He was dis- 
charged with the rank of sergeant. He re- 
entered the service as a seaman and was 
detailed to the battleship Indiana in Oc- 
tober of last year. His home was in 
Philadelphia. He was twenty-eight ‘ars 
of age, was unmarried. Carter enlisted 
from Boston tn the fall of 1895. He, like 
the man he killed, ts young, being but 
twenty-seven Years of age. He has had 
no service except on board the Indiana. 

The murder occurred about 7 o’clock and 
was preceded by an altercation. 

At 6:10 p. m. ““*beer quarters” were sound- 
ed and the men took their positions in line 
on the forward deck to receive their ra- 
tions of beer. Carter was among the num- 
ber. He had been absent during the after- 
noon and had been @rfnking and was in a 
quarrelsome mood. 

He insisted on pushing the others aside 
aml Kenny, noticing his condition, took 
him out of the ranks and‘refused to allow 
beer to be served to him.

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CORNELL GETS — 
~ FRESHMAN RACE 


Beats Out Speedy Columbia by Only 
Three-Fourths of a Length. 


PENNSYLVANIA WAS RIGHT UP 


Only One-Third of a Boat Length Back 
of the Columbia Crew. 


Had There Been One-Eighth of a Mile 
More To Run, the Columbia Boat 
Would Have Won.

Poughkeepsie, June 30.--Cornell won’ by 
three-fourths of a length today; Columbia, 
second by one-third of a length over Penn- 
Sylvania. [he official time: Cornell, 9 
minutes 211-5 seconds: Columbia, 9 minutes 
<2 3-5 seconds; Pennsylvania, 9 minutes 23 1-5 
seconds, | 

The freshman race over the two-mile 
course here this afternoon between three 
American icrews rowing with purely Amer- 
ican methdds, was one of the most remark- 
able in the annals of boat racing in this 
country. it was inspiring, magnificent. 

The freshmen of Carnell, Columbia and 
Pennsylvania rowed with their heads as 
well as their bodies, and showed science 
. that was surprising. It was anybody's 
race untilithe instant the flag dropped, and 
the fact that but ‘two seconds divided the 
first and ‘last crews, and tliat the boats 
lapped ovér each other very nearly a half, 
is evidence of the charé@cter of the struggle. 

The time is not record-breaking, because 

Yale madé the same ¢ournse in nine minutes 
and nine and a half' seconds last Wednes- 
day, but both Columbia finished second and 
Pennsylvania finished third, made better 
time than; did Harvard and Cornell finish- 
ing in the eame places last Wednesday. 
, The feature of the race was the wonder- 
ful spurt made by the,Cplumbia youngsters 
in the last half-mile, when they elosed 
up a gapibetween themselves and (Corneil 
so fast that had there been anothen eighth 
of a mile ito row they would have’been in 
first p'aca. 

A seeond feature was the remarkable 
rowing of the Pennsylyania erfw, which 
had been Baid by its trdiner to be in very 
bad shape.

At the eighth of a mile Pennsylvania was 
leading the Columbia boat by an eighth $? 
a length, while Cornell was a quarter of a 
length behind the Columbia boat. Cornell 
was rowing easy, while the other two were 
fighting it out for first place, 

But the Cornell stroke had its efféct and 
at the quarter of a mile Cornell had drawn 
half point. First the nose of the Pennsylva- 
nia still had her quarter length lead. Down 
to the half this continued, when Cornell 
drew up on Pennsylvania and away from 
Columbia.’ 

Viciously Pennsylvania hit the water and 
the boat seemed to fly in the effort te hold 
that lead, but slowly and surely the Cornell 
boat went inch by inch showing out beyond 
Pennsylvania. Columbia, too, was coming 
along and/the Pennsylvania lead of a quar- 
ter of a length was reduced in the next 
quarter to a bare eighth. Then the Quak- 
ers beganito fight for life, and down to the 
end of the first mile there Was a terrific

half point. First the nose df Pennsylva- 
nia boat would begin to draw away from 
the Columbia, and then Columbia would 
draw upon Pennsylvania.

At this;point Cornell had.a lead of a 
quarter of a length over Pennsylvania and 
Columbia/!was an eighth of'a length be- 
hind Pennsylvania. 

Columbif’s stroke oar caught a crab 
at this juncture, and lost about four strokes, 
but quickly fell in. Whether this had any 
disastrous effect upon the boat or not, was 
not apparent from the train, but just fol- 
lowing i€ Columbia ht up the stroke 
from the first thirty-five they had been 
rowing upiformly during the race to a 
faster thirty-six. 

Columbia Comes To the Front. 

Cornell had made the lead three quarters 
of a length and were still ¢oing when that 
spurt started, and when it was fairly 
under way had@ length advantage. Then 
the boat | of Columbia seemed to fairly 
lift itself out of the water. Pennsylvania 
responded with a thirty-five stroke, but 
the Jong shell of the New Yorkers fairly 
lifted itself along and went by the Penn- 
svyivania boat. Like a thing bewitched, on 
it went, the bow lapping the rudder post 
of the Cornell boat and creeping up to- 
ward the; stroke oar. Frantically did the 
little sixteen-year-old coxswain call to the 
crew, and well did they respond, but just 
as the nose of the boat lined even with 
the stroke oar of the Cornell crew, the two 
boats crossed the line, and Cornell was a 
winner by three-quarters of a length.

Youngstown, O., June 30.—Every mill in 
the United States whose wage scales are

_Premises To Be a Long Struggle. 

The wate struggle this year promises 
to be protracted because of the wide di- 
vergence between workers and manufac- 
turers. The steel, ‘sheetiron, tin * plate, 
flint glass, bottle blowers and window 
glass workers are all in@rested in the 
outcome of the wage conference being hejd. 
The manufacturers have been late to cill 
for meetings and reluctant to sign when 
approached for settlemeazt. 

The suspension of work in the mills, with 
the addition of the coming big coal strike, 
will be the biggest suspension of business 
at one time for years past, 

The tin plate manufacturers will hold 
another conference with the workers’ wage 
committee. Every tin plate plant in the 
country closed down this evening, throw- 
ing about 12,000 people out of work. The 
shrewdest guessers cannot tell when the 
tin plate seale will be signed. 

These Will Swell the Army. 

There will be trouble when the flint glass 
workers seek to have the chimney scale 
signed. The manufacturers want a decided 
reduction and@ are after it hard. The sttb- 
born fights.put up by the flint g¢lass work- 
ers are proverbial and a long shut down is 
anticipated. In this industry no trouble is 
anticipated over the remaining glass scalés. 
There is no telling when the window glass 


scale will be settled, and the manufacturers 
and workers are in no hurry to come to- 
gether for a conférence. About 15,000 men 
are involved in the scale, 

It was reported on the streets today that 
Jones & Laughlins demanded a reduction 
of wages of the Amalgamated Association, 
averaging 28 per cent. This is searcely 
creditable. If the coal miners’: strike ma- 
terializes on Saturday, the number of work- 
men out of employment this week by reason 
of this labor agitation will reach the high 
figure of at least 200,000 men.

In his letter ex-Governor Boics oes 
on to declare that a miracle of the nine- 
teenth century is the fact that in ,an 
age marvelously beyond all its predeces- 


sors for advancement and discovery, 
an influence could have been set in 


motion wide enough and strong enough 
to praetically destroy one of the meth- 
ods that from the dawn of the creation 
had administered to. the necessities of 
men and supplied the luxuries which 
human nature eagerly craved.

And I know. also, that the curse of a 
monstrous crime is upon us today; that 
here in this land of the free its victim is 
a prostrate nation, whose granaries are 
bursting with food, while millions of men, 
gaunt with hunger, go forth from homes 
where famine réigns and wander up and 
down its streets pleading for work they 
cannot obtain, begging. for bread they 
eannot earn, because everywhere the 
wheels of industry are clogged, and all the 
arteried of trade are congested by this 
hypocritical cry for gold, for gold enough 
tO sustain the monetary systems of all 
the nations, a cry that cannot be favorably 
answered, that those who utter do not 
want so answered because to give to the 
world what they ask would cheapen that 
which they already have. 

From this terrible arraignment of the 
present state of affairs the writer pro-: 
ceeds to ridicule that policy which 
would give to paper evidences of debt a 
value which it refuses to one of the 
precious metals. He takes up the stale 
falsehood that the debts of the country 
have been contracted upon a gold basis, 
and that the consequent change of the 
monetary system to a double standard 
would be partial repudiation of existing 
obligations, and proves that it was not 
until 1893 that the double standard 
ceased to exist in full fact, as in the 
preceding years since 1873 enough sil- 
ver had been coined to commit the gov- 
ernment to that policy. “I know,” says 
he, in closing this branch of his argu- 
ment, “that in stopping the flow of the 
silver stream but four short years ago, 
congress heartlessly increased the bur- 
den of every debt in existence, and as 
greatly enhanced the intrinsic value of 
every security held for the same.” The 
purpose and aim of this outrage upon 
the people could not be more strongly ex- 
pressed than in the words following:

FOR STATE FAIR 


If the Railroads Do Their Part the Fair 
, Will Be. Held. 


DEFINITELY SETTLED TODAY 


Hon. Pope Brown Says There Will Be 
No More Delay. 


$1,050 FOR PREMIUMS TO BE RAISED 


This Amount Has Already Been Prom- 
ised and the Promotors of Move- 
ment Say Fair Is a Certainty. 


The railroads will today determine if the 
state fair will be held. If the different 
railways entering “Atlanta subscribe the 
amounts expected of them, the fair will 
be held. If they do not subscribe these 
amounts, the fair will be dead as the pro- 
verbial doornail. 

The amount expected from the railroads 
was $1,500. The Western and Atlantic has 
subscribed $200, and the Atlanta and West 
Point has put down $250, which makes $400 
of the amount asked of the roads. Une 
thousand and fifty doflars is yet to be 
subscribed by the railroads. The officials 
of the roads have assured the canvassing 
committee that they would give tne. ex- 
pected amounts, and by 10 o'clock is 
morning the committee expects to have the 
full amount of $6,000 subscribed. 

Mr. J. Pope Brown, of Hawkinsville, 
came in last night to be present at the 
meeting this morning, which will either 
decide to hold or not to hold the fair. Mr. 
Brown said last night that he knew noth- 
ing of the situation further than he had 
learned since coming to Atlanta. He said 
that he had been under the impression 
that all of the money would be subscribed 
by this time, as he had been wired that 
there would be no trouble on that score. 

He said that he did not think it would be 
wise to decide to hold the fair this mourn- 
ing. if all of the money was not sub- 
scribed. He thought that if Atlanta could 
not show a more earnest elfort to get the 
fair that it should not be held. He, how- 


ever, expected that the raiiroads would 
do their part. 
Mr. Brown stated there’ would be no 


more délays, as the postponements in the 
past had tended to injure the fair’s pros- 
pects. He thought that if it were to be 
further delayed that it would cause peo- 
ple to Igse taith in the movement. 

A meeting of the citizens’ committee 
was held at the Kimball house yesterday 
morning. Mr. T. B.*Felder made his re- 
port, as chairman of the sub-committee on 
railroads. He said that he had the abso- 
lute assurance from the railroads that the 
remaining $1,500 would be subscribed before 
10 o’clock this morning. 

The $4,500 ‘to be raised by popular sub- 
scription, aside from that expected from 
the railroads, has all been subscribed. 
The committeemen are delighted at haying 
such great success in their efforts, and 
they say that nothing now remains except 
to hold the fair. 

The citizens’ committee will meet with 
Mr. Pope Brown, of the State Agricul- 
tural Society, at 10 o’clock this morning, 
and sign the necessary articles of agree- 
ment. The meeting will be held in the 
Kimball. No business will be attended to, 
further than to sign the agreement be- 
tween the citizens’ committee and the 
agricultural saqciety. =

ae The murder of Mrs. McCollough was 
one of the most horrible crimes in the 
‘annals of the state. It was done June 27, 
1896, a few days over a year ago. She was 
one of the best known women in Clayton 
county and lived with her husband and 
three children in a prosperous section: of 
the county, six miles from Jonesboro and 
three miles from Riveyilale, a thriving town 
on the Atlanta and Florida railway. 

The neighbors were startled by the re- 
port that she had been murdered near her 
heuse and they. came for miles to the 
scene of the tragedy for the purpose of 
taking swift vengeance on the guilty par- 
ty. They found McCollough in tears, weep- 
ing in conspicuous grief. He stated that 
during the morning he had missed his wife 
from the house. She had left, -stating 
that she was going out.to pick some black- 
berries, but séveral hours had passed and 
he became uneasy. He had called over the 
Way to a negro, 
to assist him in findine his wife. The ne- 
gro°found her body béside a hedge row, 
where she had fallen, cafter having beén 
struck from behind with a large stick. Me- 
Collough at once gave the alarm. The 
people p@ured in, for the dead woman 
was loved everywhere. They were enraged. 
At once a posse was niiide to find the mur- 
derer and establish a catuce. There were 
circumstances which at first led to the 
suggestion that McCollough had killed his 
wife. The deed, from the position of: the 
body when found and the place where the 

blow was given, was done by a left- 
@. person. In everything he did Mce- 
eh was left-handed. The wagon 
rd which was used to deal the fatal 
blow was found near the house and must 
have been thrown in the weeds by a person 
going in the direction of the McCollough 
homestead. A few other faets, not general- 
ly known, which. led them to suspect the 
man, and that night Sheriff B. M. Huie 
arrested McCollough and started with him 
for Atlanta. By accident he escaped a 
mob, which had been quickly organized 
for the purpose of swinging up the prison- 
er at once. But the trip to Atlanta was 
made safely, and McCollough was held 
here yntil his first trial, when a mistrial 
Was declared, eleven jurors being for con- 
viction and one for acquittal. McCollough 
was defended by Colonel Denson and C. J.

THE CASE IS ONE OF INTEREST 


It Was Appealed from the Ordinary, 
Where It Was Originally Heard. 


AMOUNT SUED FOR WAS ABOUT $100,000 


Charles D. Horne Claimed That Cap- 
tain English Was Personally Lia- 
ble for Large Advances. 


The order of court in the lengthy Horne 
estate litigation, which has been pending 
against Captain J. W. English, the ad- 
ministrator, was signed yesterday morning 
in the superior court by Judge Lumpkin, 


and judgment was allowed against Cap-* 


tain English in the sum of $24,690.40. 

The litigation is one with which the pub- 
lic is familiar, as it has been pending in 
the superior court some time. It was orig- 
inally heard in the court of ordinary by 
Judge W. L. Calhoun, but the decision 
was appealed to the superior court, where 
it was terminaited yesterday by the judge’s 
decision. Captain English was represented 
in his case by Attorneys Ellis & Gray and 
Rosser & Carter, and the plaintiffs in the 
case were represented by Messrs. Dorsey, 
Brewster & Howell and Arthur Heyman. 

Upon the death of the late C. D. Horne, 
Captain English was appointed administra- 
tor, and when young C. D. Horne reached 
the age ef manhocd, he filed suit against 
the administrator for a sum of approxi- 
mately $100,u00, claiming that Captain Eng- 
lish was personally :iable for money which 
had been advanced to Captain W. Jb. 
Miles. The litigation has been interesting 
at all of its stages, on account of the prom- 
inence of the parties involved, and tne 
large amount that was at stake. ‘he or- 
der signed by Judge Lumpkin in the case 
yesteruay is as tullows: 

“Charies D. Horne vs. James W. English, 
admuinistrator.—ihe above'stated Case . be- 
ing an appeal trom a judgment Of the

The lowest pressure was 29.80 inches at 
New York city, but from the middle At- 
lantic states westward to the Dakotas the 
barometer readings were almost as low. 
The highest barometer was 30.10 inches at 
Pensacola, Fla. 

Scattered light showers fell in Nebraska, 
Missouri, Illinois, Michigan, New York, 
Virginia, North Carolina, Florida and in 
the southern portion of Louisiana. The 
Weather was almost cloudy from Kansas 
and Nebraska eastward to the Atlantic 
coast and generally clear in the gulf! states, 
except in the interior of the eastern por- 
tion, where there was some cloudiness. 

Temperature changes have been but very 
small during the past twenty-four hours. 
The weather continues warm from the 
Rocky mountains eastward to the Atlantic 
coast. There were only four stations last 
night where the temperature reported was 
below 80 degrees—bBuffalo, 68 degrees; New 
York, 78 degrees; St. Paul, 78 degrees; 
Omaha, 78 degrees, and Kansas City, 76 
degrees, the low temperature at the last 
two stations being due to local thunder- 
storms. The temperature last night was 
90 degrees or more at Abilene, Palestine, 
Memphis, Knoxville -and Atlanta, and it 
was generally above §& during the day in 
the djstricts south of the latitude of central 
Kansas. 

The weather was very warm at the local 
station during yesterday, but the percent- 
age of humidity was low, being only 41 
last evening: The maximum temperature 
reached 97 degrees, one degree lower than 
the highest previously recorded on June 
30th im the past nineteen years. The high- 
est temperature for June Wth is 98 degrees, 
and that occurred in 189. It is also the 
highest monthly’ temperature and occurred 
only twice in nineteen years—on the 0th 
in 1890 and on the 2d in 1896. 

For the benefit of the public who may 
be interested in the present warm spell, 
and that they may have data for compari- 
son, the following table was prepared, 
which gives the highest temperature for 
June 30th from 1879 to lay¥t; also the mean 
and monthly temperatures for these years 
and the number of times the maximum 
temperature was above 9) degrees. It will 
be seen that there is only one year tn 
which the monthly mean temperature was 
as high as the present month and that was 
1890. It will also De seen that the number 
of times the maximum temperature was 
above 9% degrees was feurteen, while the 
greatest’ number heretofore was ten in 
1899. The mean maximum for the | month

Crop Report. 


From The Wall Street Journal. 


It is possible that too much rain has 
fallen in parts of the winter wheat area 
where harvesting was progressing the past 
week, and lowered the ‘condition of the 
grain, but this was insignificent. Very few 
complaints have been heard of such dam- 
age. Wherever harvesting has progresséd 
under fayorable conditions, the reports are 
universaHy surprisingly gvod, and speak 
of the excellent quality of the grain. here 
is no reason to expect a vield of winter 
wheat far.from 300,000,000 bushels, and the 
quality of the grain will make it equivalent 
to a crop usually larger in number of bush- 
els. Reports from the spring wheat terri- 
tory are universally favorable. Over nearly 
the whole terrttory sufficient moisture has 
fallen to advance the growth ef the plant. 

Returns speaking of the condition of corn 
are variable, but the weather as a whole 
has been favorable to the flant. The posi- 
tion has not essentially changed, and there 
is no reason to expect a full average crop. 

The end of the crop’ vear has about been 
reached. The export movement for the 
twelve months has exceeded earlier calcu- 
lations, and it is likely smaller stocks of 


old wheat will. be carried over this year 


than ever before. Returns from Burope are 
no more encouraging than the earlier ones. 
There can no longer be any question but 
that Furope will want as much wheat 
from America the coming year as it took 
the past, sd that stocks of grain at no 
time during the coming year need be bur- 
densome.. Financiai conditions are improv- 
ing, and with the improved general trade 
conditions, it is not unreasonable to expect 
that the average price realized for the crop 
now being harvested will be a good one. 
There probably ‘will be a rush of grain the 
first few months. 
SNOW’S CROP REPORT.

STARTS THE MARKET LOWER 


Favorable Weather Affects Corn. 
Oats Ruled Weak from the Start. 
Provisions Lower All Around. 


Chicago, June 30.—Very little attention 
was given to the so-called speculative mar- 
ket on ’change today, due to the fact that 
tomorrow was. delivery day. The tendency 
of prices was @ownward. Wheat at the 
close was %c lower, corn and oats about 
%c lower each and provisions abeut 10@ 
12%c lower.. 

In wheat the early cabicgram quoted 
lower prices for wheat at Liverpool. The 
weather was generally favorable for the 
home crops and new wheat on the move 
to the market. Baltimore reported that 
25,000 bushels rew wheat had been re- 
ceived there, and it was of fine quality, 
but the demand for it poor. With such 
news to begin with, the Chicago markef 
started a shade easier, but without much 
activity. September, in which most of the 
small business was transacted, opened be- 
low yesterday’s closing at 65%@65\%4c, held 
for a time around 65c and gradually went 
to 64%c. July wheat was for sale in mod- 
erate quantities all the forenoon and there 
was no great demand for it except ag a cor- 
responding price. It was the general im- 
pression that sales of that delivery yester- 
day and again today for the account of 
Armour & Company, and that the conges- 
tion previously existing in July had been 
reduced so much as to preclude any fur- 
ther idea of a squeeze. July opened at 
69%c, or \%e lower than it closed the day 
before. After temporarily recovering the 
%c loss it had started with, its course up 
to the middle of the day was steadily down- 
ward, getting to 69ec by 12 o'clock. The 
closing cablegrams quoted net decline for 
the day at Liverpool t%ed and at Paris 25 
centimes. Foreigners were said to have 
sold some wheat for December at the open- 
ing in ew York. Atlantic export clear- 
ances Of wheat and flour together were 
equal to 295,000 bushels., The receipts were 
ll cars and 15,000 bushels were withdrawn 
from store. Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ported receipts of 2ll.cars, against 410 the 
corresponding day of last year. The state- 
ment of last week’s shipments of wheat 
and flour from all exporting countries to 
Europe made the total 4,516,000 bushels, 
compared with 7,845,000 bushels for the sim- 
ilar week of the year before. Business in 
the pit became quite stagnant in the last 
hour of the session. The closing price for 
July was 69%c and September 65%@65%c. 

Corn was affected at the opening by the 
favorable weather, and this and the good 
crop reports were about the only fac- 
tors during the session. Business was 
very quiet, consisting principaJly of chang- 
ing July contracts into September. Local 
receipts were 510 cars. September opened 
unchanged at 26c, declined to 25%c and 
closed at 25% @27%e asked. 

In oats the weakness of the cash article 
was the feature, being %@%ec lower. Of- 
ferings were large, and poor support was 
given, the market ruling weak from the 
Start.

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CROPS ARE INJURED 


The Severe Weather Has Damaged the 
Growing Plants, 


NORTHERN SECTION SUFFERED 


The Crop Report Is Very Discourag- 
ing—Watermelons Are Below 
the Average. 


The weekly report of crop conditions just 
issued by’ the weather bureau is not so 


encouraging as have been the reports for, 


the past several weeks. 

The bulletin shows that the crops have 
suffered by hail’ and that the excessively 
high temperature has effected-the crops se- 
riously. 

The hot and dry weather has hurt the 
crops in the northern portions more than 
in any otfer part of the state. Watermel- 
ons are small and below the average. This 
sad news is made more harrowing by the 
fact that the crop will be a failure if the 


. Fains do not become more general. 


The crop report follows in full. 

*“‘During the past week the weather con- 
ditions have had an unfavorable effect on 
the growing crops in the northern and in 
the eastern portion of the middle division, 
the temperature as a rule being somewhat 
too high, with aimost continuous sunshine, 
and with but little rainfall for a healthy 
development and proper growth of the va- 
rious crops. In the western portion of the 
middle section, and also-in the southern 
division, the weather, although very warm, 
was so tempered with generous showers 
that vegetation improved in growth and 
development. In several counties of the 
middle and southern divisions hailstorms 
on the night of the worh beat down cotton 
and corn, but except in one or two places 
it ig thought that the damage will not be 
material. Drought in the northern portions 
of the state has retarded the growth of cot- 
ton and corn, but in the southern portions 
these crops have done nicely and are ina 
much better, condition’generally. There are 
complaints from over the st: ité as to the 
smaliness of both cotton and corn, but the 
condition otherwise is. said to be very 
good. Cotton is blooming in many. counties, 
and corn is silking and tasseling out, and 
is being laid by in good condition. The 
harvesting of wheat and oats has been 


about completed. Wheat is being thrashed 
and the yield is reported to be good. Oats 
fre short in straw, but otherwise good. 


Conditions have been unfavorable for the 
planting of sweet potatoes, but the slips 
are being put out now as rapidly as the 


season permits, Tobacco not doing -well— 
needs rain. Sugar cane is small and not in 
Very good condition. Rice is doing fairly 
well. Gardens are discouraging,. but show 
some slight improvement in southern een 
ties. Pastures poor north; fair south. Peas 
are being planted rapidly, especially in the 
southern part of the state. The condition 
of the fruit over the entire state is‘very 
discouraging. Peaches are pretty nearly a 
failure; apples fair but dropping: pear 
blight continues, crop much below the av- 
erage; blackberries drying up: grapes plen- 
tiful and good. Watermelons small—ripen- 
ing: crop below the average: some being 
shipped. Some farmers are planting for a 
late crop. 

“During the past week the weather has 
been. very wirm and dry in the various 
counties of this division. In some few lo- 
calities there Were a few good showers, 
which improved the condition of the differ- 
ent crops quite materially, but on the whole 
Vegetation has suffered very much on ac- 
count of the continued drought. and ts 
cempared with previous years the condi- 
tion of the crops is fairly good, but the 
season is.from two to four weeks late. 
Cotton has made but little progress during 
the week. While the thermal conditions 
were favorable, it needs good rains to 
give it proper growth. Some correspondents 
report it to be in bloom, but nearly all 
claim that it is somewhat short and not up 
to seasonable average. Corn is reported as 
small and lacks moisture for its proper de- 
velopment. It is being laid by though in 
fiirly good shape. Wheat is the most 
promising of the different crops. It is fully 
up to the average and threshing is pro- 
gressing rapidly, the yield béing very 
good. Oats are being harvested and al- 
though small, the yield compares favorably 
with that of previous years. There are 
fewer sweet potato slips planted than in 
years previous, and those set out are not

doing well on account of the continued dry 
weather. Gardens continue to suffer from 
the drought and are in very bad condition 
generally, but a few localities which were 
favored with showers report some improve- 
ment. Pastures are not doing well; need 
rain. The fruit'is in bad condition, and 
the outlook is not at all encouraging. 
Peaches are rotting and continue to drop, 
as are apples also. Pears have not recov- 
ered from the blight of the early season. 
Blackberries are drying up from the exces- 
sive heat and dry weather. 

“The weather in the counties of this di- 
vision has, as a rule, been more favorable 
than in the northern division, especially so 
in the western counties. The majority of 
the correspondents in the western part of 
the division report numerous good showers 
during the week, but In the eastern and 
northeastern parts, especially, the reports 
are not so encouraging, as with a few ex- 
ceptions the weather has continued very 
dry and vegetation has suffered much in 
consequence. The weather has been very 
warm over the entire division and the sun- 
shine has been above the average. High 
winds are reported to have done some 
damage to corn and-cotton in some local- 
ities. Corn and cotton are reported to have 
been damaged very materially by a severe 
haikstorm in Talbot, Burke and Harris 
counties on the 20th. Cotton small, but do- 
ing well, and is in bloom in some localities. 
With favorafle conditions from now on 
it will take on a vigorous growth. Corn is 
growing nicely, but is somewhat small. It 
is being laid by in many counties. Upland 
corn not so good, but with needed rain its 
condition will improve wonderfully. Wheat 
thrashing is progressing -rapidly and the 
vield and quality good. Oats are nearly all 
harvested, and while fairly good, the straw 
is very short. On account of unfavorable 
veather conditions in the earlier part of 
the season, the amount of petatoes planted 
is somewhat below the avérage, and the 
crop is not doing at all well as a rule. 
Sugar cane is small but fairly good. Peas 
were planted largely during the past two 
weeks. 

Gardens are not in very good condition, 
but have improved’ some during the week. 
Pastures, as a rule, are poor, but in some 
favored localities reports show them to be 
in fair condition. Apples fair crop; peaches 
are rotting on the trees: berries are small: 
grapes are plentiful and good: pears almost 
a failure. Watermelons are small; crop fair; 
some being shippe a.. 

“In the various counties of this division 
the weather during the week is reported to 
have been very favorable generally. It has 
continued warm, .with plenty of sunshine 


ers. There was quite a severe hailstorm, on 
the night of the 2th, which beat down 
corn and cotton in a few of the counties, 
but it is not thought that there will be any 
injurious effects. Cotton doing well, grow- 
ing nicely, and has had sufficient heat and 
moisture to put it in a good healthy condi- 
tion. It is in bloom in many counties 

Corn is growing nicely, and although re- 
ported small in many localities, its condi- 
tion genefally is nearly up to the average 
considering the backwardness of the sea- 
son. It is silking and tasseling quite gen- 
erally. Oats cut: fair crop. Wheat good; 
nearly harvested. Sweet potato slips are
